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GEN. MILES ON THE WAY TO SEIZE PORTO RICO. -

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 18, via Kingston, Jamaica, July 19.—A fact 
which is impressed more and more every day upon the American officers and men 
is the increasing strained relations between the Americans and Gen. Garcia's Cuban 
soldiers. Indeed, the situation has now reached a point where there is practically 
no communication btween the armies and their relations border on those of hostile 
rather than the relations which one would suppose should exist between allies. 

Gen. Shafter, yesterday morning, sent an invitation to Gen. Garcia to attend 
the ceremony of raising the American flag over Santiago, but the Cuban General 
showed his resentment by sending a reply which amply confirmed the course which 
he and his ragged, ignorant soldiers have followed during the weeks of hard fighting 
and campaigning which have resulted in the fall of Santiago. He declined the in-

Since that time the Cubans have remained in their camp, eating American ra 
tions, and our troops have had no communication with them. 

After Gen. Shdfter announced his degision not to let the Cuban Junta enter the 
City of Santiago, deep mutterings were"heard among Gen. Garcia’s men. It was 
evident the Cuban soldiers were greatly disappointed at the step taken by the 
American commander, for they had confidently counted upon having Santiago 
turned over to loot and plunder, as they had in succession sacked Baiquiri, Siboney 
and E!] Caney. Consequently their disappointment was keen when they ascertai 
that they were not to be permitted to take possession of the city upon Gen. Tora 
surrender. |

The correspondent of the Associated Press, who sends this dispatch, saw a 
group of Cubans refuse pdint blank to aid in building roads, and during the two 
days’ heavy fighting, while they were loitering in the rear, our surgeons sought in 
vain to secure assistance from them, even to cut poles for improvised litters for our 
wounded. 

Hundreds of such instances are being told around the campfires, until the name 
of Cuban is usually wreathed with camp profanity, and very rarely is a kind word 
spoken of them. In fact, in some quarters, there is a disposition to prophecy an 
early collision between our men and the Cubans.

It has not been definitely decided and will not be until Gen. Brooke has 
been heard from, which regiments from the First and Second divisions of his corps 
shall go to Porto Rico, but the Ist and 3d Kentucky and 5th Illinois are among the 
probable selections. The Ist Illinois is the only regiment known here to have 
actually gone to Porto Rico with Gen. Miles.

While re- 
turning from his errand he was almost run 
down by a cable car. 

He escaped from that 
another.

rattling along unexpectedly to the child, 

knocked him down and the 
wheels of the heavy wagon rolled across 
his neck and arma. 

The child was inetantiy killed. 

Fred Watts, the boy's father, ‘s a miller, 
| end lives at 133% South Broadway. He ran 
to the ecene of the accident and was 
most beside himself with grief. He went 
at once and notified the mother, reporting 
to the police later that he feared she would 
become insane, £0 intense was her grief. 

Harold was picked up from the etreet by 
Dr. Borcen, who carried him into the hard- 
Ware store of Wachter & Sons, 1402 South 
Broadway, where he pronounced the boy 
dead. 

The driver of the wagon was arrested, 
and incarcerated in the Soulard Street Sta- 
tion.

RADCLIFFE, Io., July 19.—Safe-blowers 
robbed the Postoffice and seriously wound- 
ed Postmaster F. E. Drake early this 


morning. 

Postmaster Drake was wounded while 
desperately resisting the efforts of the 
three buarglars to carry off the Govern- 
ment’s property. 

He fired one shot at the retreating bur- 
giars, the effect of wh:ch is shown by a 
trail of blood. 

One of the burglars replied to the shot 
and the bullet took effect in Mr. Drake's 
shoulder. 

Postmaster Drake expected the robbery. 
He based his suspicions on the large num- 
ber of postoffice robberies committed in this 
vicinity recently. 

He had been sleeping in the postoffice, 
heavily armed, for sceveral weeks. 

The burglars entered so quietly that he 
Was not aroused until the explosion. 

Dazed and blinded by the smoke and dust, 
he sprang from his couch. 

The burglars had already rified the safe 
and were making off through the darkness. 

Mr. Drake fired after their retreating 
forms. A euppressed groan answered the 
shot, and a moment later one of the 
burglars fired, and Mr. Drake was stag- 
wered by the bulllet, which entered his 
shoulder, inflicting a serious wound. 

The explosion aroused the town, and Mr. 
Drake had plenty of assistance in a few 
minutes, but the safe-blowers had escaped. 

It is known that three men stole a4 hand- 
car at Hubbard early in the evening and 
came in this direction. It is believed’ they 
are the same men who dynamited the safe. 
The method of the burglars was exact'y 
the same as that in other post-office rob- 
beries in surounding towns, and it is be- 
lieved that an organ.zed gang is doing the 
work. 

Postmaster Drake is so badly injured that 
~ can make no estimate of the amount 
ost. 

He had a large sum of money in an iron 
box, used as a depository by the people of 
Radcliffe and vicinity. All of this is gone, 
but the amount is not known.
